Fire on Wednesday Destroyed 
one of Their Warehouses in 
Louisville. 



The Allen-Bradley Co., of this city, 
lost by fire one of their immense 
three story brick warehouses at their 
Louisville distillery last Wednesday 
evening. A workman with a lantern 
was endeavoring to mend a leak in 
one of the barrels of whisky when 
the head fell out and the whisky 
poured over the lantern and ignited. 
There were 12,000 barrels of whisky 
In the warehouse at the time which 
was almost consumed with the build- 
ing. Both whisky and building were 
Insured, the former valued at $168,000 
without the Government tax and 
belonging to numerous persons in 
And out the State, and the lattter 
.valued at $30,000, and belonging to 
the distillery company. The entire 
plant, which is said to be the largest 
of its kind In the world, was threat- 
ened but saved by the splendid work 
of the fire department. 

In the notes on the fire, the 
Courier-Journal said the following 
aloit Howard Rodman, of this city: 

"H. R. Rodman and 'Gip' Webb, 
two of the clerks in the office, while 
at work saving books and papers, 
were for a, time imprisoned in the 
little building by the dense smoke 
and intense heat, which made egress 
impossible. When they finally 
escaped from the office and reached 
a place of safety they were nearly 
suffocated. " 

Messrs. Payne & Berry, insurance 
agents of this city, place $169,000 
of the insurance upon the stock of 
whisky and warehouse burned.

and proposals to be submitted to the 
council and Court of Claims for their 
action.

The 
fact that the order of the Secre- 
tary of War to raise the bridge 
carries with it a heavy penalty for 
non-compliance renders the building 
of a new bridge a matter of impor- 
tance that cannot be put aside. It is 
necessary, however, both because the 
ancient structure in its decadence 
should have long ago been replaced 
by another, and because this city, of! 
all other points on the Kentucky 1 
river, for the imorovement of which 
a large appropriation is now re- 
quested of Congress, should be 
prompt to remedy the obstacle to 
navigation complained of by river I 
men and the Secretary of War.
